Stocks of ‘materials are adequate, 
couservatively valued and “in view 
of the rises brought about by the War 
we do not consider it necessary to appro- 
priate any of the.year’s profit to write them 
down. The overdraft is only very slightly 
reduced from last year’s figure, mainly at- 
tributed to developments to whict: I. shalt 
refer later. Depreciation is at the usual 
rates and is slightly higher in total than 
fast year, due to increase of our facillties. 

The year undcr review had no outstand- 
ing characteristics until the start of the 
war in Europe. We were fairly well em- 
ployed with repair work and were happy to 
start the year with orders for two _ ships 
and a Uttle later secured the order for a 
third. Of the first two, one, the Karuah, 
was delivered to owners before..the promis- 
ed date.

To deal with a portion of this order the East 
yard, where no ship has been built since 
1925, is being opened up again, but with an 
Amproved ‘Iayout of the platers machine 
shop and better access to the yard. The 
new large machine shop which I promised 
to be ready ‘at the end of 1939 was not so 
ready but some of its heavy machines are 
now installed, and working, and: this ‘new 
shop I have no doubt,- will soon prove its 
efficiency. Q

The speaker further informed me 
that this campaign had enabled the 
Polish. authorities to discover the seat 
of the conspiracy. “Several Nazi 
agents were unmasked, other centres, 
unknown till then, were discovered.” 

And Warsaw finally decided: to dis- 
band this association of saboteurs, but 
only at the eleventh hour, that is, dir- 
ing the last days of August 1939, 

“The provincial authorities received 
instructions from ' Warsaw to arrest 

. and intern the Gestapo leaders and 
agents in concentration camps .. . 
but . . .” Here the Prefect’s gesture 
showed that all this had been useless, 

“These measures, unfortunately, 
came. too late, for at that very mo- 
ment the German tanks and planes 
had already crossed: the Polish fron- 
tier.” : 

Meanwhile the orders had been car- 
ried out, but the Gestapo agents had 


succeeded in getting away and in’ 


gaining the larger towns, already in- 
vaded by the German troops, where 
they met other colleagues, with whom 
they were to continue their infernal

groups of Gestapo saboteurs entered 
Poland.

The possibility. of thus 
detecting distant electric phenomena 
attracted his attention and led to the 

. discovery 6f the principles of wireless 
transmission.
